LEnEi TO HER SWEETHEART 


LET-UP IN RIOTING 


Sheriff and Mayor Have Control of the 


Strike Situation In Chicago- 


Crisis Passed. 


Explains in Part the Mystery of tbe 


Tragedy-Woman's Note Was 


Not Addressed. 


New York, May 6.—A 
handsome 


young woman, supposed to be Mrs. J. 
W. Gray of New Orleans, put a bullet 
through her right temple in her room 
in the Imperial hotel this 
morning 


and died a few hours later at the New 
York hospital, where she was removed 
for treatment. On the bureau of the 
room she occupied was found a letter, 
which read as follows: 


"Dear Sweetheart: 
When I 
called 


you up on the 'phone you talked 
so 
9 cruelly to me that I went out and 


bought a revolver. 
I intended to do 


it then. I was brought up in a con- 
vent and my religion teaches against 
such things, but I can't stand it any 
longer." 


The cause of the shooting is a mys- 


tery explained only so far as the tell- 
tale letter goes. The writer broke off 
in her explanation and as she did not 
address the note the police have no 
idea for whom it was meant. 
The 


note was evidently written partly yes- 
terday and partly today. The hand-' 
writing at the end did not appear 
quite as firm as the beginning. 
The 


latter part said: 


"Again and again you have disap- 


pointed me. Charley, what in God's 
name have I done. If you were anxious 
to get rid of me that were easy. Why 
did you have me come to New York. 
If you had said 'Ollie, I do not want 
you to return' I would 
never have 


done so. Here I am as your 
wife. 


What can I do but wait here like a 
fool for you to show up? And still you 
do not. Well, Charley, this is the last. 
I wish you all the luck in the world. 
You know I am your chum and pal al 
ways. What chums we liave been." 


Here the letter seemed to 
have 


paused again and ao more to 
have 


been written for a while. It resumed: 


"How I am suffering, I cannot stand 


it any longer. It is now past four 
o'clock and I had hoped for such a 
happy time." 


Chicago, May 6.—The teamsters' 


strike today has passed into a state 
of coma. The only important devel- 
opment was the report that the union 
leaders had under way a new move 
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believed the employers will compro- 
mise, however. The sheriffs deputies 
and police are fully in control of the 
situation. The strike now has involved 
20 big wholesale grocery firms. The 
importation of negroe strike breakers 
has been stopped, only whites being 
employed. 


Twelve hundred wagons were sent 


out under guard this morning. Rain 
and a 
half 
holiday 
lessened 
the 


chances for disorder. 
It is believed 


at the peace meeting Sunday the labor 
leaders will make concessions in the 
hope of ending the strike struggle. Few 
arrests were made this morning. 


Chicago, May 6.—Either because of 


the threatened appearance of the state 
troops or because of the addition 
to the local police force in the 
shape of deputy sheriffs, there was 
less rioting and fighting in the down- 
town streets. The wagons of the ex- 
press companies, each one of which 
carried a guard armed with a Win- 
chester rifle or double-barreled shot- 
gun, went to and fro between the 
depots and express, offices without In- 
terruption other than that of an occa- 
sional stone thrown from the sidewalk 
or other missile hurled from -a win- 
dow. There was little of this, how- 
ever, and the wagons were practically 
unmolested. An order issued by Chief 
of Police O'Neill directing that all 
persons should be prevented from fol- 
lowing -up wagons as they went 
through the streets Had much to do 
with the absence of serious disorders. 
While there was less disturbance in the 
down-town streets, there were many 
assaults committed in all parts of the 
city remote from the principal busi- 
ness section. Wherever a crowd could 
find a wagon with a small police guard 
or unprotected there was sure to be 
trouble if the driver was a nonunion 
man. In several cases the drivers 
were badly beaten and their wagons 
overturned and the goods stolen. In 
others the drivers escaped injuries 
only by the fleetness of their horses.

Destructive Storms. 


Memphis, Tenn., May 6. — Reports 


from many towns of Arkansas and 
western Tennessee tell of heavy dam- 
age wrought by a terrific wind and 
rain storm. At Pine Bluff, Ark., cul- 
'verts and bridges were washed away, 
trees torn down, wire communication, 
impaired' and railway traffic delayed. 
Seven miles from Pine Bluff, on the 
St. Louis and Iron Mountain railway, 
a culvert caved in^with a freight train 
and 11 cars were wrecked. Washouts 
on this road and on the Cotton Belt 
are reported both north and south of 
Pine Bluff. Hot Springs suffered from 
the effects of the rain and wind, which 
at that point was attended by a severe 
electrical storm. Frail structures were 
damaged and trees blown down.

gave up his life in a brave effort to 
rescue three workmen from death.

A 
slip forced the gas out upon the three 
men and Hubbard, in attempting to 
rescue them, was overcome and died 
in two hours. Rescuers from below 
saved his comrades.
